Our lease agreement is a sub-lease \A/ith the Waiheke Bus Company (part of Fullers) and we 
weren't aware of, or expecting, any issues from the building owner. We subsequently found out 
that the building owner wanted to approve the engineering design before proceeding and to do 
this we needed the building plans. We have been chasing the plans since we learnt of this new 
requirement - working through a middleman has been frustrating for all concerned. 

Getting the engineering design completed in a week from receiving the plans shows that we are 
proceeding as quickly as possible.

I am wring further to our recent discussions regarding the CoF testing on Waiheke. 
Brake Testing 

As we have discussed in the past, I am comfortable that Waiheke was an original 
‘Offsite’ and is shown in the NOA as approved as an Offsite as at Nov 2014. Thereby 
this site meets the description of HVB Protocol, page 7 Off Site Grading. 

As such, irrespective of the RBM on site in 2014, I am prepared to accept the site as an 
‘Offsite’ in terms of the HV Brake testing Protocol. 


I appreciate your advice that VTNZ intend to have another RBM on site by November 
and that you remain keen to ensure valid testing. 

However, I must note the attached email causes me some concern. In order to clarify 
things.... This site has an Offsite status but no other exemptions. It may be worth

understands that. That means that the site is required to meet the 


HVBR Brake Testing Protocol (attached) as it relates to Offsites. 


As I understand things the current concerns with Tapley testing are that some large 
vehicles are being tested at minimal speed, thereby weakening the accuracy of the test

Our Regional TAD staff remain keen to see VTNZ meet the necessary standards on 
Waiheke. To that end, as I understand things, vehicles should be being tested on a 
strip where vehicles can achieve BOkph before brake application. 

Can you please confirm whether or not VTNZ is able to meet this requirement? 

Inspection result/certification entry 

I am aware that VTNZ elect to enter the results of inspections done on Waiheke when 
the VI returns to his main site. There are two growing concerns 

1 It seems it can take several days for a result to be entered. The attached shows 
that in several cases the result took 6 days to get results into Landata. Correct me if 
I’m wrong but I thought they are expected to be entered the following day. 

2 It seems HVB Protocol Off Site requirements, page 11 bullet point 4. Shows a 
Vehicle brake tested using a decelerometer must have this recorded in the Landata 
"Notes" screen. I have been given examples of where this is not happening. 

Can we please ask that VTNZ on Waiheke comply with all requirements relating to the 
conducting of the Brake Test, recording of notes re the brake test and timely recording 
of the overall inspection result.
